Blockbuster’s fall into 
bankruptcy signals 
the end of an era 

San Francisco 

Blockbuster video stores used to be 
the town square for home enter- 
tainment, bustling with people 
roaming the aisles in search of a 
movie that the whole family could 
enjoy in their living room for just 
a few bucks.

The number of stores Blockbuster 
had in its peak, 2004. Currently, the 
chain has 3,300 locations— though 
experts expect hundreds of those

The stores melded discovery and 
convenience, making it possible 
to stumble upon a movie that you 
would never have bothered to see 
in the theaters and be back on your 
couch in a matter of minutes with 
your own bowl of popcorn. 

And if you were on the fence 
about buying a VCR back in the 


1980s, Blockbuster was every- 
where, turning the decision into a 
no-brainer. Now we’re more like- 
ly to pluck DVDs out of a mailbox 
or a vending machine in the local 
supermarket — or get even more 
immediate gratification by play- 
ing a movie through cable or high- 
speed Internet. 

The long shift finally pushed 
Blockbuster Inc. into bankruptcy 
Thursday, raising the possibility 


that another cultural touchstone 
could crumble amid the upheaval 
unleashed by new technology and 
savvy entrepreneurs who know 
how to exploit it. 

For now. Blockbuster intends 
to continue operating its remain- 
ing 3,300 U.S. stores under Chap- 
ter 11 protection, although analysts 
expect hundreds of them to close 
under new owners led by billion- 
aire investor Carl Icahn. 


Backstory 

When Netflixwent online in1999, 
it added a twist that immediately 
appealed to Blockbuster customers 
longing for another choice: monthly 
subscription plans that allowed 
households to keep several DVDs at 
a time without incurring late fees. 
The offertapped into consumer 
anger because Blockbuster’s fees 
could double or triple the cost of a 
video rental. In 2000, Blockbuster 
collected nearly $800 million in late 
fees, accounting for 16 percent of its 
revenue. Last year, those late fees 
plunged to $134 million, or just 
3 percent of its revenue, (ap) 


That will likely mean mass lay- 
offs among Blockbuster’s 25,500 
employees, including 7,500 full- 
time workers. And if Icahn and 
the rest of the new ownership hope 
to save Blockbuster, it will require 
coming up with an antidote to

Sharp Blow for Avandia 


Risks spur Europe, 
U.S. to curb use of 
diabetes medication 

Washington 

European regulators ordered the dia- 
betes drug Avandia off the market, 
and the U.S. Food and Drug Admin- 
istration placed stringent restric- 
tions on its use in the United States, 
saying heart attack risks associat- 
ed with the former blockbuster are 
too great a safety concern to con- 
tinue its use for most people. 

In simultaneous news briefings 
Thursday, the European Medicines 
Agency and the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration announced their 
long-awaited decisions on the fate 
of British-based GlaxoSmithKline’s 
controversial drug. The European 
regulator said it would stop autho- 
rizing marketing of Avandia, which 
will be banned from sales within 
the next few months. 

The FDA said new patients 
will be able to get a prescription 
for Avandia, but only if they can’t 
control their blood sugar with other

medications. The FDA expects the 
restricted plan “will limit use of 
Avandia significantly.” 

The two decisions will virtually 
eliminate use of the drug around 


the world, said Dr. Steve Nissen of 
the Cleveland Clinic. 

As its reputation has soured, 
Avandia’s global sales have fallen 
from a peak of $3.2 billion in 2006 
to $1.2 billion last year. 

The safety of Avandia, the brand 
name for rosiglitazone, has been the 
top drug safety controversy facing 
the FDA in recent years. 

GlaxoSmithKline said in a state- 
ment Thursday it will voluntarily 
stop promoting Avandia in all coun- 
tries where it operates, (ap)

D.C. Council Chairman Vincent 
C. Gray and Schools Chancellor 
Michelle A. Rhee met for 90 min- 
utes Thursday for what Gray called 
a “philosophical discussion” about 
public education, but they did not 
talk about her future in the admin- 
istration.

Fatal Bridge Crash Suit Settled 


Annapolis 

Attorneys have reached a settle- 
ment in a lawsuit over a fatal crash 
on the Bay Bridge in the summer 
of 2008. 

Fifty-seven-year-old John Short 
died after he swerved his trac- 
tor-trailer to avoid hitting Candy 
Baldwin’s oncoming car. The truck 
crashed through a jersey barrier 
and plummeted into the Chesa- 
peake Bay, 30 feet below.

Baldwin’s attorney says Short’s 
family has agreed to a $100,000 
settlement. That’s the maximum 
amount payable through Bald- 
win’s insurance policy. 

Baldwin was 19 years old at the 
time of the crash. An investiga- 
tion determined she had a blood- 
alcohol level of .03 percent, which 
prosecutors decided was too low 
to press criminal charges.

Redskins defense aims

No one said there wouldn’t be any 
bumps. Washington converted to a 
3-4 defense seeking more pressure and 
increased turnovers.

Dayana Yochim originally classified her 
unevenly proportioned front entryway as 
“challenging ” But one look at the space now, 
and the words more apt to come to mind 
are “cool,” “funky” and “eclectic.” There’s 
also some practicality thrown in, a necessi- 
ty in her one-bedroom Old Town Alexandria 
condo, which measures a scant 620 square 
feet. “In a small space, every area needs to 
function,” she says. 

To increase the usefulness of the odd- 
shaped entry (one end is narrower than the 
other), Yochim added closets on opposite ends 
of an exposed brick wall and hung tablecloths 
from a ceiling-mounted curtain rod to ease 
the transition into the living room. A desk 
sits on one side of the foyer, while a bookcase 
on the other displays the homeowner’s “ever- 
changing array of tchotchkes and art.” 

“It sets the mood when you walk in,” says 
Yochim, 43, a financial columnist for the 
Motley Fool. “You walk down a little dark 
hallway and open the door into an apart- 
ment that’s flooded with light. It’s quite an 
entrance.” 

We all know the importance of making 
a good first impression. And the old adage 
doesn’t just hold true for job interviews. You 
don’t want the first thing people see in your 
home to be a messy, misused spot.

For Yochim, it was important 
that her entr 3 rway feel like a delib- 
erate part of her condo, rather than 
some kind of no-man’s land. And 
she needed someplace to hang 
her coat and stash her keys, too. 
That vital combination of prac- 
ticality and personality is why 
some homeowners put as much 
thought into their entryways as 
they put into the other rooms in 
their place. 

“The front hall is a taste of what 
you’re going to get in the rest of 
the home,” says Sally Steponkus, 
owner of D.C.-based Sally Ste- 
ponkus Interiors (202-237-9872, 
Steponkus.com). “I don’t think it 
should be overlooked; it literal- 
ly is an invitation into the rest of 
the house.” 

Even the tiniest of foyers can 
become an appealing area for 
guests to pause and prepare to fur- 
ther delve into a dwelling. 

To make an entryway more 
grand, start off with something 
such as a simple console table; 
even one that’s on the small side 
can serve as a landing strip for your 
sunglasses and mail. “People tend 
to clutter up their entr 3 rways; it’s 
where they drop their bags, keys 
and shoes,” says Stuart McCormick, 
associate designer at Liz Levin 
Interiors/Nesting in Georgetown 
(202-333-5386, Lizlevininteriors. 
com). “So, it’s important to have 
good storage solutions.” 

A lacquer tray or antique bowl 
can corral items such as those often- 
misplaced keys. Baskets or fabric 
bins that slide underneath the table 
help conceal everything from run- 
ning shoes to umbrellas. 

On the wall, you can’t go wrong 
with a mirror. “It’s nice to be able 
to check yourself in it before you 
leave, to make sure you have in 
the same earrings and your hair’s 
not a mess,” says Rachel James, 
owner of Vienna, Va.-based Rachel 
James Interiors (703-848-9255, 
Rjinteriors.com). “And in small- 
er foyers, a mirror bounces light 
around, which can make the space 
feel larger.” 

Good lighting is a key compo-

nent of any successful front entry- 
way. “The last thing you want is to 
walk into a dark, unfinished area,” 
Steponkus says. “I tend to put in 
a pendant [lamp]; I like a lantern 
for a front hall.” A table lamp, or 
matching pair, can also further 
illuminate the space. 

Since this is a high-traffic zone, 
choose a rug that can take a bit of 
a beating. Sisals, dark colored Per- 
sians and indoor/outdoor rugs can 
all withstand heavy use while add- 
ing a bit of color or textural inter- 
est to the foyer. And don’t auto- 
matically think small. “The bigger 
the rug, the bigger the space feels,” 


Steponkus says. “If you have a 
dinky rug, it will make the space 
feel dinky.” 

If you live in a condo or town- 
house, you may not be able to do 
much to the exterior of your front 
entr 3 rway. But if you can, make the 
most of the first introduction people 
get to your home. Even something 
as simple as sweeping your walk- 
way goes a long way toward creat- 
ing a welcoming vibe. A little bit of 
plant life never hurts either. 

“I love doing planters on either 
side if there’s room,” McCormick 
says. “Nice, simple, clean-looking 
greenery by the front door looks

really nice ” 

If you’re in a situation where 
you can paint your front door, it’s 
an easy way to give your facade 
a face-lift. “A high-gloss outdoor 
paint is really dramatic,” James 
says. “But you want to do a beau- 
tiful paint job; you don’t want your 
front door to be sloppy.” Go clas- 
sic with a dark navy or charcoal, 
or really make your entry pop by 
choosing a hue such as yellow. 

Accessories from doormats to 
house numbers can also add some 
style to the front stoop. Yochim’s 
playful spirit is evident before 
guests even enter her pad, thanks 
to a trio of Chinese checkerboards 
hanging next to her front door.

Clothing-obsessed celebs such 
as Mariah Carey and Paris Hil- 
ton are famous for their luxuri- 
ous closets with shelves of shoes 
that seem to stretch on for miles 
and boutique-like racks of design- 
er apparel. While most of us have

“Every type of person” struggles 
with closet clutter, says Alejandra 
Costello, a co-founder of Arlington- 
based professional organizing ser- 
vice Color-Coded (866-612-6567, 
Color-coded.net). But learning to 
store your belongings in a neat, 
easy-to-maintain manner can help 


you spend less time searching for 
shoes and more time showing off 
the perfect outfit. 

Even chaotic hallway closets 
can benefit from a face-lift; nobody 
wants to be digging through piles 
of first-aid supplies when they have

a migraine or be assaulted from 
above by improperly stashed win- 
ter scarves. 

Those “I’ve created a monster in 
my closet!” moments are just when 
professional organizers can swoop 
in to help. The pros charge between 
$50 and $100 per hour for their 
expertise, and their closet make- 
overs can take between six and 15 


hours, depending on the size of the 
project, Costello says. But she’s 
convinced this type of investment 
reaps long-term rewards. 

“I always tell my clients, Tf 
you’re going to spend money get- 
ting organized, you want to set up 
a system one time and do it right, 
instead of having to keep tweaking 
the system,”’ Costello says. 

Rehabbing your closet starts 
with an empty — not overloaded — 
space. “It’s a lot easier to take every- 
thing out and go from there,” Cos- 
tello says. Color-Coded organizers 
often push clients to toss items that 
aren’t in heavy rotation, in order to 
free up more space in small apart- 
ments or houses. 

“We’ll sort everything and go 
through each individual item ask- 
ing, When was the last time you 
used this? Is it still good? Is it out- 
dated?”’ Costello says. After repur- 
posing or donating any unwanted 
items, a complete makeover can 
commence. 

We asked Costello to share some 
of her top tips for reorganizing any 

closet. KATIE ABERBACH (EXPRESS) 



1 

Shelve Your Issues 

If blank walls make up a portion 
of your closet, consider adding 
custom shelving. While it’s pricey, 
Color-Coded’s Costello believes 
the installation is worth the mon- 
ey. She recommends the Elfa sys- 
tem (shown left, from $250, Con- 
tainerstore.com), which is sold at 
The Container Store, because 
of its flexibility. “Once you install 
the shelving, you can always move 
shelves higher or lower depending 
on whatyou’re storing," Costello 
says. “You can change a shelf into 
a hanging rod or a hanging rod into 
a shelf. You can add a basket. It’s 
just very flexible." 
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2 Get More From Your Door 

The back of your door — the side that faces 
the interior of your closet — is precious real 

estate. Hang up a door rack containing hooks or baskets to create a few extra storage 
nooks. Costello recommends using Elfa’s Door and Wall Rack (shown left, $107, Containerstore. 
com) and attaching a few movable baskets. The installation is made for kitchens and living spaces 
but works equally well in closets, Costello says. “I love to use the baskets to store flip-flops, slip- 
pers, sunglasses, cosmetic bags and anything that you want to toss in, pull out or make easily ac- 
cessible," she says. Another option to hang on your door: fabric pockets or shoe bag organizers. Try 
Christy Designs’ versatile “Organizer” Gear Pocket (shown above, $35, Gearpockets.com). 



5 Aim for Lots 
OftheSteune 

Most people amass a 
wide variety of hang- 
ers — it’s hard to pass up free wire 
“We Love Our Customers" hang- 
ers from the dry cleaner — but an 
assortment of shapes and sizes 
encourages chaos. “Using uni- 
form hangers is an absolute must 
in the closet," Costello says. She 
recommends sticking to wooden 
hangers (“The clothes hang off 
them really nicely," she says). 

Pick up a few sets at ikea (shown 
above, five for $2; lkea.com).

3 It’s All About the Visuals 

Sorting keeps a closet user-friendly. But all that order can get dull. 
Add intrigue with colored tabs that attach to the top of hangers. Cos- 
tello recommends using the colored hanger snaps sold by Carlson JPM 
Store Fixtures ($3 for a bag of 50; Carlson-store-fixtures.com). “The more 
color you have in your space, the easier it is to organize," Costello says. “If you 
take a dress off a hanger that has a purple hanger snap, it’s easy to say ‘Purple 
belongs to dresses’ and associate that hanger with the dress." 



4 Label Liberally 

If you have items to stash on shelves or in bins, keep track of ev- 
erything with homemade labels. That’s right, Costello recom- 
mends actually writing out “running shoes" for a bin holding your 
sneaks. It might be old-school, but “it makes a difference," she says. “A lot of 
people just put things back [into their closets] in a random order. If each item 
has a home in its section, I find that it’s easier to maintain." Use pieces of Duct 
tape (in fancy new colors and patterns such as paisley and polka dots, such as 
the rolls above, sold by The Spoon Sisters; $9 per roll; Spoonsisters.com), 
covered with clear packing tape. Write what’s inside each container or on each 
shelf using dry-erase markers — that way, you can re-label areas when you 
move things around.

Sticking to a tight budget on a bath- 
room renovation or painting proj- 
ect? Check out the deeply discount- 
ed items on sale at local Habitat for 
Humanity ReStore outlets (Habi- 
tat.org/env/restores), where you 
can score everything from donat- 
ed love seats to televisions to toi- 
lets at bargain prices. 

The housing nonprofit set up its 
first Restore shop in Texas in the 
1990s and now operates ReStores 


in every state. 

While you won’t find a shop 
in the District, there are locations 
in Gaithersburg; Prince George’s 
County; Manassas, Va.; Purcell- 
ville, Va.; and Alexandria. The 
most recent addition to the local 
Restore family is the Chantilly, 
Va., warehouse (Restorenova.org; 
4262 Entre Court; 703-953-3747), 
which opened last fall. 

The Restores may not be on 
everybody’s list of must-visit home 
improvement suppliers, but they’ve 
drawn a devoted following among 
DIYers. “We have customers who 
come in every day because the

That dedication pays off. Pat- 
ton says thrifty shoppers can save 
thousands of dollars on big-ticket 
items such as stainless-steel refrig- 
erators. Most items are discounted 
by 50 to 90 percent of their origi- 
nal retail value. Donated by local 
contractors, building suppliers and 


homeowners, the goods are often 
in like-new or new condition. 

All the proceeds from ReStore 
sales benefit Habitat for Humanity, 
which builds and rehabs homes for 
families in need. But, really, Patton 
says, the shops benefit “everyone in 
the community” because they pre- 
vent materials from going to waste 
in landfills and promote “green” 
home ownership.

Comforted by 
the waft of a fresh-baked cookie? 
Whatever your preference, chanc- 
es are there’s a spray for that. Or a 
luminary, plug-in or diffuser. 

Among the newest products are 
scent “stories” that cycle through a 
timed series of fragrances; wood- 
en wicks that evoke crackling 
fires; flameless candles; and no- 
spill diffusers. 

Barbara Miller, spokeswom- 
an for the National Candle Asso- 
ciation, says: “The most notable 
trend is toward fragrances that 
transport you; that have a dream- 


like or escapist quality.” 

Holly Bohn, founder of online 
retailer See Jane Work, agrees. 

“I want my house to smell like 
the great outdoors even if all the 
windows are shut and the AC is 
on,” she says. 

Her go-to product is Good Home 
Co.’s Beach Days. It’s part of a cat- 
egory known as the “ozones” — 
scents that are considered refresh- 
ing, and evocative of fresh air and 
water. There are half a dozen ver- 
sions of crisp, clean linen alone. Cit- 
rus-based scents are similar; many 
find them a finishing touch to a 
newly cleaned house. And they’ll 
provide a temporary freshening-up 
for closets or bathrooms without 
laying on heavy fragrance. 

“Over the past couple of years, 
in a colder economic climate, gour- 
mand fragrances — like vanilla 
and pumpkin — have become very 
popular,” says Mei Xe, founder of 
Chesapeake Bay Candles. “Gen- 
erally speaking, these scents help 
bring back happy memories. They 
make you feel safe and warm, and 
in these times people are longing 
for a sense of security.” 

Pier 1 has also focused on 
“cozy,” with scents such as Spiced 
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Cake and Fall Fireside. 

Glade and Febreze, mass market 
leaders in home fragrances, recent- 
ly launched an array of products 
in attractive containers to accent 
home decor; scents for fall include 
Cranberry Pear, Pumpkin Pie and 
Cashppmere Woods. 

To avoid fragrance overload, 
Xe recommends “staying with- 
in the same category, whether it’s 
florals, fruity notes, woodsy fra- 
grances, whatever. Don’t mix fra- 
grances that are too different from 
each other.”

Christopher Brosius was the 
first artist to have fragrances show- 
cased by the Cooper Hewitt Muse- 
um. His 1999 concoction, “Snow,” 
won two Fragrance Foundation 
awards. His perfumes and home 
sprays carry names such as Gath- 
ering Apples and Burning Leaves. 
Others capture his interpretation of 
Russian caravans (smoky black tea 
and bergamot) and gardens (hya- 
cinth, green shoots and moss). 

Marie Gartshore, spokeswom- 
an for New Jersey’s Research Insti- 
tute for Fragrance Materials, says 
the industry is always looking at 
what scent chemicals might cause 
problems, and a five-year study into 
potential irritants is under way. So 
far, she said, “no fragrance mate- 
rial has been shown to be a defin- 
itive” allergen. 

For those who prefer to go com- 
pletely natural, essential oils such 
as citrus, rose, lavender and others 
can work well as air fresheners. Mix 
4 ounces of distilled water, 2 ounc- 
es of rubbing alcohol and 30 drops

I have a dark brown leather sofa 
in a room with light blue wall-to- 
wall carpet.

I think I would stick with a light, 
neutral fabric for your love seat and 
add pillows that would pick up the 
blue from the carpet. 

We have a long sofa facing two 
lounge armchairs in our living room 
in front of a big fireplace.

There are some paint apps for 
the iPhone and iPad that help 
you color-match with a photo.

wouldn’t trust those to be exact, 
but it could get you to a good 
starting point. Can you try to 
carefully chip a little more off 


and bring it into a paint store 
to have them match it more 
precisely for you? 

What kind of rug do you recom- 
mend for a front hallway that gets 
a lot of traffic? I can’t do wool — it 
gets too dirty. 

You could do sisal or seagrass, 
which is also nice, or one of our 
favorites here at Home: a colorful 
Dash & Albert (Dashandalbert. 
com) indoor/outdoor rug. They look 
like indoor rugs, but you can hose 
them off to clean them. 

I will be renovating my bathroom. 
It’s not huge, and I’d rather not 
have a bathtub — just a walk-in 
shower. (We also have a master 
bathroom with a shower only and 
a half-bath downstairs). We’ll be in 
the house awhile but not forever.

Think twice before going bathtub-free; some buyers dislike shower-only homes.

Though, I’d love to hear 
what you guys think: Would you 
buy a house without a bathtub? Not 
sure that I would, especially now 
that we have a small child. 

Re: Homes without bathtubs: I 
would not. I have a 2-year-old, and 
I bought a house while I was preg- 
nant. I don’t think we could get 
by with just a shower. I wouldn’t 
even want to buy a place that had 
a tub with a sliding door. It would 
be hard to lean over for bath time. 
Although the tub with sliding door 
wouldn’t stop me from buying a 
place I really liked, it would put it 
out of the running if I liked some- 
thing else just as much. 

Good points. I agree with them 
all. I think it would be a difficult 
sell. Not impossible, but difficult. 
It would narrow the buyer field 
considerably, I think.

If you 
plan to stay in the home for years 
and years and a sale is not in your 
future, then you should obviously 
do as you like. However, if you are 
worried about resale, keep the tub.

A few key financial

Practical Thinking 

Ben S. Bernanke refinanced; how 
about you? 

The Federal Reserve chairman, 
who bought a rowhouse on Capitol 
Hill in 2004 using an adjustable- 
rate mortgage, saw his payments 
surge in 2009. He refinanced late 
last year into a 30-year fixed-rate 
mortgage, for “a little over 5 per- 
cent,” he told Time magazine. 

It’s a reminder that even the 
leading thinkers in economics and 
economic policy have to make the 
same kinds of routine decisions 
about buying and financing a house 
that the rest of us do. And there is 
a lot that all of us can learn from 


economic analysis in a search for 
a place to call home. 

The decision to buy a house is an 
inherently risky decision. A house 
is an illiquid investment, time-con- 
suming and expensive to sell. It’s 
expensive, usually several times the 
buyer’s annual income. It relies on 
leverage (borrowed money) and is 
significantly affected by tax poli- 
cy through the mortgage interest 
deduction. 

Although it may not be practi- 
cal to pick up an advanced degree 
just to decide whether to make an 
offer on a three-bedroom bunga- 
low, there are some relatively sim- 
ple concepts about economics, 
economic policy and finance that 
should factor into your thinking 
about home buying. 

Inflation is your friend 

When prices rise across the econ- 
omy, it is commonly thought of as 
a bad thing. But for a new home 
buyer with a mortgage, it can be a 
boon, particularly if that mortgage 
has a fixed interest rate. 

In the long run, home prices rise 
only a bit faster than inflation; the 
steep price rises of the late 1990s 
and first half of the past decade 
were an aberration. This means 
that the rate of inflation plays a 
major role in determining the value 
of your home when you go to sell, 
even as the amount you owe on the 
mortgage is fixed. And the return is 
magnified by the use of leverage, or 
borrowed money, which also mag- 
nifies your loss if the value of the 
home declines. 

If you expect inflation to be high 
in the coming years, buying a home 
is a more attractive proposition. 

Tax uncertainty is your 
enemy 

Among the big advantages of 
buying a home are the tax deduc- 
tions for mortgage interest pay- 
ments and local property taxes. 
Unfortunately, estimating those 
benefits can get complicated, 
affected by such variables as your

income-tax bracket and whether the 
new deductions would expose you 
to the alternative minimum tax. 

Before my home purchase, I 
constructed an elaborate spread- 
sheet to project what my tax bur- 
den would be under various sce- 
narios, but if you aren’t inclined 
to get down and dirty with the 
tax code, there is a much simpler

way to get a back- of-the- envelope 
estimate. 

Go into the online version of 
TurboTax and enter all the relevant 
information about your income and 
other tax deductions. Then, look at 
how much your federal and state 
income tax liability changes when 
you add in your expected mortgage 
interest and property tax. 

The limits of modeling 

When I was looking to buy my place 
in the spring and summer of 2008, 
I used multiple valuation models 
and gamed out all kinds of scenar- 
ios of what might happen to infla- 
tion, taxes and interest rates. 

What I didn’t know — nor did 
they — is that a month after I 
closed on my two-bedroom condo, 
Lehman Brothers would file for 
bankruptcy, and the most severe 
financial crisis of modern times 
would set in. 

Lesson: The future is inherent- 
ly unpredictable. Ultimately, buy- 
ing a home is about deciding that 
you want to live in a given place for 
years to come and that you have 
enough confidence in your own 
earnings prospects and the long- 
term groAvth of the economy to take 
the plunge on a purchase. 

No spreadsheet can answer that 
question for you. Just ask Ben S. 
Bernanke. neil irwin (the Washing-

FASHION EXPERT, D.C. MUSEUM LOVER 


Though best known as the natty 
voice of reason on “Project Run- 
way” Tim Gunn believes that a gra- 
cious thank-you is just as important 
as a perfect pleat.

voluminous, like muumuus and 
granny skirts. They’re completely 
unflattering on most people. Or 
things that simply reveal too much 
skin. I’m perplexed by both. 

And you buy your suits off the 
rack, I hear. 

I’m lucky that I can. That’s why I 
watch what I eat, because, frank- 
ly, I can’t afford a new wardrobe! 
I believe in shopping on a budget. 
I know firsthand from working 
with people that more fashion mis- 
takes happen when people have an 
unlimited amount of money. They 
just pick things up willy-nilly, ver- 
sus someone who’s on a budget 
and thinking, “Will this work in 
my wardrobe?” 

You grew up in D.C. Any favorite 
haunts? 

Upon reflection, I was extremely 
spoiled growing up in Washing- 
ton, because the museums are all 
free. I thought they were free every- 
where! When I made my first trip 
to Europe, I thought, “Oh, my god, 
this is surprising.” Washington 
has such rich cultural resources; it

Grape guru Mark Oldman digs (and demystifies) offbeat wines 


At your next dinner party, you could decant a bottle of Kendall Jackson Chardonnay or Yellow 
Tail Merlot. But for the same amount of money (and a lot more gourmet cred), you could serve 
vino that not only tastes better but also won’t make guests think your wine list was ripped 
from the Delta Air Lines in-flight menu. Oenophile wizard Mark Oldman, star of PBS’ “The 
Winemakers” and author of several books, thinks wandering off the beaten vine ean wake up 
both your parties and palate. In “Oldman’s Brave New World of Wine” ($20, Norton), he sniffs 
and swirls dozens of lesser-known — yet delicious — bottles, from Spanish Albarino (a crisp 
white) to Aussie Sparkling Shiraz. We eaught up with him about his fave pours. JENNIFER BARGER (EXPRESS) 



This book, like your others, 
is written in a lively, non- 
wine-snob way. Is that the 
key to making people less 
intimidated by it? 

Yeah. I think people don’t want to 
be obsessed with wine, but they 
want to drink it like insiders. They 
don’t want to learn about the intri- 
cacies of fermentation or wine his- 
tory. I’m trying to remove impedi- 
ments between drinking the good 
stuff and the consumer. 

I’m a vino newbie. How can I 
figure out what to buy? 

Learn what you like — the color, 
weight. Then figure out how much 
you want to spend. If you’re in a res- 
taurant, talk to the sommelier, and 
ask how they’d describe a wine. If 
you can speak their language, that 
helps you at the wine store. 

You talk about a lot of wines 
people aren’t familiar with 
in this book. Which do you 
really, really want us to try? 

I like Argentina’s Torrentes for 
white. It’s got a flowery nose and 
isn’t overly heavy. It’s a crowd pleas- 
er at parties, and you can get it for 
$10 a bottle. And one red casual 
drinkers don’t know about is Cru 
Beaujoulis, which is a richer take 
on the Camay grape in Beaujolais 
Nouveaux. It’s a great $28 to $34 
wine that’s not too heavy. It’s a red 
that acts like a white. 



What about dessert wine? 

So many people just hate it — they 
think of it as a version of Aunt Jemi- 
ma’s syrup. But Moscati di Asti is 
the dessert wine for people who 
don’t like dessert wines. It’s light 
and slightly fizzy with a nose that’ll 
knock people’s socks off. 

Why are some of these less- 
er-known wines so cheap? 

You pay a premium for familiarity, 
for fame and perception. 

What about food and wine 
— what’s the key to pairing 
them without going crazy? 

Certain food grew up with certain 
wines, so think about matching the 
region of the wine to the food, like 
Argentine empanadas and Tor- 
rentes, which you could build a 
whole party around. Or devote an 
evening to just one kind of wine. 
Compare it, get to know it.

THE TOWN (R, 130 minutes) This film 
harks back to gritty urban thrillers of the 
1970s with an assured sense of tone and 
style.

But while the 1984 masterpiece 
is a sinister illustration of cause and 
effect, this version is a tiresome oddity.
